advanced to a figure

before 


reached, making It a luxury instead of 
an article of common consumption. 
The French firms are 
offering 
St. 


Pierije fishermen $4.80 per 100 pounds 
for jrreen fish. In drying the shrinkage 
Is 80 per cent, and with the added cost 
of 1% cents per pound^ as tfte coat of 
drying apd transportation, with £> per 
cent profit to the retailer, we have the 
total cost to the French consumer of 
12 cents per pound. In fact, the retail 
price at St. Pierre of dry codfish IB 10 
cents per pound. France would not, 
however, be a good market for Ameri- 
can dried codfish, as the duty IB pro- 
hibitive, the market being held 
for 


French fishermen. On the other hand, 
St. Pierre cannot enter the 
United 


States markets, where a discriminating 
duty is levied on bounty-fed Industrial 
articles. 


The non-competitive French fisher- 


men of St. Pierre therefore argue that 
the Now England fishermen should 
unite with them In making this place 
the halting headquarters far both coun- 
:rle«. St. Pierre, although receiving a 
bounty only on codfish, Is starting a 
movement to establish other fisheries 
and erect establishments for smoking, 
pickling and otherwise preserving fish.

Motion with any low-growing 
plant 


UOBt people can see only the scratch 
Ifif birds and the ruined plants, but the 
combination has been and is 
being 


profitably carried out 
If one selects 


one of the larger breeds of hens for 
this combination the scratching part 
of the proposition will be reduced to a 
minimum, and if the fowls are not re< 
qnlred to obtain their entire living 
from the patch of strawberry plants, 
they will do comparatively little dam- 
age. It Is, of course, understood that 
the fowls are not allowed on the patch 
until after the fruit has been gath 
•red, but from that time until they go 
Into winter quarters they will be ex- 
ceedingly useful, for they will 
take 


good care of all the insects, do little 
damage in the way of scratching which 
can be readily repaired by going over 
the plot each day, and their droppings 
will add materially to the richness of 
the plot. If the plantation covers a 
considerable area It will be a good plan 
to have several small colony bouses on 
the plot so that the hens raay have 
their own quarters and thus rrork over 
a smaller area. The profit (Tom this 
combination is good, apd nefther will 
Interfere with the other, especially If 
the fowls are raised for eg& produc 
don. Try it on a small scale and in- 
crease as experience proves it pays.

1'uralyniM In Swine. 


While opinions may differ as to the 


cause of paralysis In swine, the fact 
remains that in nearly 
every 
case 


where the disease Is found It has be.en 
•hown that the hog was largely corn 
fed. In the sections known as the corn 
belt this disease Is more prevalent than 
In other parts of the country; 
more 


evidence that corn Is at the bottom of 
the trouble. 
Swine afflicted with this 


trouble should be given a dose of 
epsom salts, and after the bowels have 
moved freely, fed for a number of days 
on B. slop consisting of wheat middlings 
and flnxseod meal, using milk Instead 
of water for the mixing. A liberal 
Quantity of lime water should be added 
to each feed. 
After the animal im- 


proves the ration should be varied con- 
siderably, and corn form the smallest 
part oosslble. 
If the afflicted animal 


la with young the pigs should 
be 


weaned at once. 


Potiitu on 1'runliiff Shrub*. 


If those who have shrubbery on their 


(rounds would but remember the sim- 
ple fact of the period of bloom and that 
blossoms come on the new growth they 
would remember when to prune. 
Tho 


blossoms on the spring-blooming shrubs 
we formed on the wood that was 
frown after the blooming season of a 
year ago, hence If these shrubs are 
pruned In the spring we simply cut off 
the flower-bearing shoots and no flow- 
ers are bad. The time to prune spring 
flowering shrubs is just after they have 
Itopped blooming, so they may have 
the rest of the summer In which to 
grow tbe flower shoots for another 
iprlng. 
Tbe 
fall-blooming 
shrubs 


ihould be pruned in tbe spring, for 
they win thf-r: smv: the flo-.ver bl«>uU 
(or tbe coming fall period of bloom. 
One can see how simple it Is if they 
will but remember. 


Much Needed Sueet Potato.

•f gfowlBg bit eafly flower* ifi bat*, 
kapt In the houtet nay bf tried bf the 
amateur gardener who Is also an «ma* 
tffftt carpenter. A hotbed may be built 
at amall expense. Old window «a«ti, or 
a single sash purchased cheaply, and 
fotif boards, one Inch thick and one 
and one-half feet wide, may be put 
together to fortn the hotbed, the boards 
being used for the walls. 


Warm stable manure should be put 


In the bottom, ffoin one-half to three- 
fourths of a foot deep, and firmly 
pressed down. The bed should be well 
drained. Light soil, to a depth of one 
or two Inches should be spread over tfw» 
manure and after one or two days, 
when the temperature is cooled down 
to 70 or 80 degrees, tbe bed is ready 
for use. 


The plants, In pots or boxes, should 


be put In the bed. The boxes may be 
prepared as for indoor use, wlftt ordi- 
nary garden soil at the bottom, and 
lighter soil on top. Ln'rge holes should 
be left to drain the box. The flno seed 
should be" sprinkled on tbe surface, and 
fine soil sprinkled over it, and tbe 
coarse seed sown In drills, or pressed 
down into the soil, and covered with a 
thin layer of earth. The soil should be 
gently sprinkled with water as soon 
as the seed Is planted and kept moist, 
without becoming soggy. 


The hotbed should be shaded from 


the hot sun, but there should be plenty 
of light 
The cover of the bed should 


be kept on until the seedlings have 
started to make good growth. On warm 
spring days the plants should be given 
fresh air by ro.ising the sash slightly. 


Water ami Solid* In Milk. 


When the crenm or fat 
is removed 


every 100 pounds of skim milk contain 
about 00 per cent of water and 10 per 
cent of 
solids. The 
solids 
contain 


about 3.5 per cent of casein and 4.5 per 
cent of milk sugar, with sn-all propor- 
tions of fat and albumen 
as the fat 


cannot be entirely removed. The milk 
sugar remains In the whey when It sep- 
arates and the cnsein in the curds or 
cheesy matter, though 
both 
contain 


small percentages of fat, albumen; etc. 
The whey will promote the fownatlon 
of fat, while the curds supply the ele 
mcnts for growth and muscle. 
It will 


be an advantage to feed the two sub- 
stances together, adding bran and sea 
son lightly with salt. If the skim milk 
becomes very sour and begins to fer- 
ment it should not be used at nil. The 
proper plan i.s to use- the 
skim 
milk 


when fresh or but slightly sour, 


Guineas Should Be Popular. 


Guinea fowls should find « place on 


every farm, -as they are profitable and 
useful. They are profitable because, as 
table fowls, they have few superiors, 
being in many ways similar to the wild 
prairie chicken, so much sought for by 
those who love tbe gamey flavor of the 
wild fowl. Their flesh is dark and 
solid, and no matter how cooked, 
whether as a roast or in a pie, they 
are tempting. Their eggs are delight- 
fully flavored, and, though small, they 
find a ready sale in all the markets. 
They are useful as guardians, because 
at the first approach of danger, wheth- 
er by day or night, they sot tip their 
warnings that must frighten the In- 
truder or bring help to their offspring. 


A Turltey Coop. 


A turkey coop which has been used 


with perfect satisfaction Is described 
In American Agriculturist as having 
several distinct advantages over ordi- 
nary coops. 
It Is built out of a largo 


packing case. 
At the top Is a venti- 


lator. 
Suspended by a cord Is a drop 


door of close boards and beneath this 
is an ordinary door partly of wire net- 
ting. Each Is hinged and can be open- 
ed Independently. On cold nights ven- 
tilator and drop door may bo closed, 


on ordinary nights the ventilator open- 
ed, on hot ones both. In warm weath- 
er tho drop door suspended as shown 
in the cut forms a good shade for the 
birds.

article of common consumption. 


The French firms are 
offering 
St. 


Plerije flshermen $4.80 per 100 pounds 
for preen fish. In drying the shrinkage 
Is 80 per cent, and with the added cost 
of 1% cents per pound fts the cort of 
drying apd transportation, with 20 per 
cent profit to the retailer, we have the 
total cost to the French consumer of 
12 cents per pound. In fact, the retail 
price at St. Pierre of dry codfish Is 10 
cents per pound. France would not, 
however, be a good market for Ameri- 
can dried codfish, as the duty Is pro- 
hibitive, the market being held 
for 


French flshermen. On the other hand, 
St. Pierre cannot enter the 
United 


States markets, where a discriminating 
duty Is levied on bounty-fed Industrial 
articles. 


The non-competitive French fisher- 


men of 8t. Pierre therefore argue that 
the Ne«v England flshermen should 
unite with them In making this place 
the halting headquarters for both coun- 
tries. St. Pierre, although receiving a 
bounty only on codfish, Is starting a 
movement to establish other fisheries 
and erect establishments for smoking. 
pickling and otherwise preserving fish.

Working Poultry and StrnwberrlM. 


When one speaks of poultry in con- 


nection with any low-growing 
plant 


most people can see only the scratch- 
Ing birds and the ruined plants, but the 
combination has been 
profitably carried out 


and Is 
being 


If one selects 


one of the larger breeds of hens for 
this combination the scratching part 
of the proposition will be reduced to a 
minimum, and If the fowls are not re- 
quired to obtain their entire living 
from the patch of straw-terry plants, 
they will do comparatively little dam- 
age. 
It is, of course, understood that 


the fowls are not allowed on the patch 
until after the fruit has been gath- 
ered, but from that time until they go 
Into winter quarters they will be ex- 
ceedingly useful, for they will 
take 


good care of all |he insects, do little 
damage In the way of scratching which 
can be readily repaired by going over 
the plot each day, and their droppings 
will add materially to the richness of 
the plot 
If the plantation covers a 


considerable area it will be a good plan 
to have several small colony bouses on 
the plot so that the hens rany have 
their own quarters and thus yrork over 
a smaller area. The profit from this 
combination is good, apd neither will 
Interfere with the other, especially If 
the fowls are raised for eg& produc- 
tion. Try It on a small scale and In- 
crease as experience proves It pays.

A more stnWttous method than that 


•f growing his early flowers In hose*, 
kept In the house, may be tried by the 
amateur gardener who 1« also an ama- 
teur carpenter. A hotbed may be built 
at small expense. Old window sash, or 
a single sash purchased cheaply, and 
four boards, one Inch thick and one 
and one-half feet wide, may be put 
together to form the hotbed, the boards 
being used for the walls. 


Warm stable manure should be put 


in the bottom, from one-half to three- 
fourths of a foot deep, and firmly 
pressed down. The bed should be well 
drained. Light soil, to a depth of one 
or two Inches should be spread over the 
manure and after one or two days, 
when the temperature is cooled down 
to 70 or 80 degrees, the bed is ready 
for use. 


The plants, In pots or boxes, should 


be put in the bed. 
The boxes may be 


prepared as for indoor use, with ordi- 
nary garden soil at the bottom, and 
lighter soil on top. Large holes should 
be left to drain the box. The fine seed 
should be sprinkled on the surface, and 
fine so.ll sprinkled over it, and the 
coarse seed sown in drills, or pressed 
down Into the soil, and covered with a 
thin layer of earth. The soil should be 
gently sprinkled with water as soon 
as the seed is planted and kept moist, 
without becoming soggy. 


The hotbed should be shaded from 


the hot sun, but there should be plenty 
of light 
The cover of the bed should 


be kept on until the seedlings have 
started to make good growth. On warm 
spring days the plants should be given 
fresh air by raising the sash slightly.

The whey will promote the formation 
of fnt, while the curds supply the ele- 
ments for growth and muscle.
